Have wo fallen on evil limes, and is the

Tho higher Iho 
civilization of a. country is tho less of its 
business is done by barler, cifher in kind, 
or in gold, and tho more of it is douo by 
credit. Thus lascals have greater opporlu- 
utlies in highly civilized countries than 
elsewhere, except in barbarous countries 
where force is used. But on Iho other hand 
Ihe spread of tho credit system is ILo most 
positive evidence of increasing trust in man 
and increasing c-fliciency in tho administra- 
tion of Ihs laws. With nil Iho exceptions so 
honest aro our business men, wilh all their 
faults and Ihe obstacles put in their way,so 
eicellenl are our laws and so vrell aro Ihey 
oieculed, that though lloslon merchants 
and banks have just been defrauded'of more 
thau half a million dollars, Ihey. will go on 
doing business just as they havodonc, notes 
will bo endorsed and taken, • loans will be 
efleded, and tho forms of business will not 
be changed on account of tho appalling 
crimes of one, two or a dozen great rascals. 
If criuio were epidemic as tho pessimists 
say, banks would cense to eiist and men 
would Eel! only for gold.
